The failure ia due to the 
bank's inability to realize on its secur- 
ities. As yet tho ofllciulB of the bank

- fSOO.OOO loaned to the merchants and 


rancuera of thU community on which 
they could not realize. The concern's 
Statement to the bank commissionera in 
July last gave the bank's resources as 
$243,029, enumerated aa follows: Bank 
preimeea, |10,445; real estate taken for 
debt, $8,198; 
miscellaneous 
stocks, 


(4,700; county warrants, f 1,703; loans 
on real eetate, $74,563; loana on stocks, 
$2126; loana on grain and other secur- 
ities, $8983; loans on personal security 
and overdrafts, $115,011; money on 
hand, $9077; due from banks, $5545; 
furniture and fixtures, $1760. 
The 


principal item of tbe bank's liabilities 
at tiiat time were: Capital paid in coin, 
$48 000: profit and loss and contingent 
funds. $8,801; due depositors. $160,037; 
due other banks, $25,000. The direct- 
ors of the bank are all substantial busi- 
ness) uiuii. It ia believed the depositors 
•will bo paid in full, and that the failure 
will have no disastrous elTect upon the 
DUBmeea of the community. "While the 
failure ia undoubtedly duo to the 
eral liiinncial stringency, the immediate 
cauec of suspension ia said to be of a 
political nature. For years it baa been 
customary for the county treasurer to 
placo tbo county funds in open deposit 
with 
the 
three banks of Merced. 


County Treasurer Bartlett was defeated 
for renom {nation in the recent Demo- 
cratic county convention, and attrib- 
uting his defeat to the interference of 
the ofliciala ol tho Merced bank, bo de- 
manded tbo county funds deposited with 
tho bank. Part of thia money was paid 
to him. Other depositors learning ol the 
action of the treasurer, withdrew their 
deposits. Thus was started a run which | 
tho bank could not meet. This evening 
there is a report that Treasurer Bart- 
lett's bondsmen will compel him to 
withdraw many thousands of dollars 
whiuh bo lias on open deposit with the 
Comtncrcial Savings Bank and Security 
Savings Bank.

keenly. There is a limit to all things, 
and the builders of railways are begin- 
ning to realize that fact in the matter 
of building parallel Hues. Too much 
competition destroys the competitors. 
Many lines built as parallels have gone 
into tbe hands of receivers within the 
past year or two. 


The building of boom roads ia another 


bad policy. There are not a few of 
them iu tho western country. The have 
been pushed into new territory in hope 
that a future business would repay all 
present and past losses, but tho busi- 
less never came. Railroads cannot de- 
;elope a country which baa no resources. 
This is another fact which bond buyers 
are beginning to recognize. To sum up 
the whole situation, many ot the rail- 
roads built within the last ten or fifteen 
vcare have been speculations. Like all 
other ventures, gome turn out well, 
while olhcre ffti . Tin- financial pinch 
of the present year haa caused n vast 
deal of sober thinking, and good will 
result from it many lines of industry.
